Says Paganism 
Must Be Ended 



"There are golden opportuni- 
ties today for service in religion 
and politics," said Rev. D. K. 
Ross, a representative of Prince 
Edward Island at the general 
council of the United church In 
Toronto, speaking at a men's ser- 
vice at Trinity United church on 
Sunday evening. 

H. E. Gilroy conducted the ser- 
vice. Wesley Brooks and George 
D. Wark read the Bible and led 
prayer. 

"Did opportunities only come 
to those who served in the Great 
War?" asked Mr. Ross. "These 
opportunities have come to you. 
Canada has liberty and self-gov- 
ernment. So many countries are 
turning to the totalitarian state. 

"We went to Europe to save 
Canada. We may have to go far- 
ther than Europe. We may have 
to go to Japan and Asia. Every 
year there are Hindu temples 
being built in Canada. Christian- 
ity will nnt be safe until pagan- 
ism is driven out. Paganism is 
growing up in Germany." 

On his way to Toronto. Mr. 
Ross said, lie had talked with a 
Canadian senator who saw no 
reason why Canadians should try 
to change the religion of Asiatics. 
He had talked to a barber who 
fell the same way, he said.

Introduced by Alex. N. Belu- 
gin, Mr. Widdrington reviewed 
the history of Czechoslovakia 
and analyzed the present situa- 
tion. President Alex. Eves was 
in the chair. 

"About the seventh century 
there was a Slavic invasion of 
Europe, and there was clashing 
with the Teutonic races," said 
Mr. Widdrington. "Ever since 
then there has been conflict be- 
tween those two races. 

"Czechs are Slavs. So are 

Slovaks. There is little differ- 
ence between them. Czechs 
were under the domination of 
Germans. The Slovaks were 
under the domination of the 
Hungarians and Magyars. The 
Czechs are better educated than 
the Slovaks because the Germans 
are more serious than the pleas- 
ure-loving Magyars. 

il The Teutonic and Slavic races 
arc terribly inter-mixed. They 
can't be separated. Somebody's 
going to get the dirty end of the 
deal. It is just a question of who. 

"The Czechs and the Slovaks 
since the seventeenth century 
have been under the domination 
of the Hapsbnrgs of Austria. 
Their feeling that they had to 
become a nation again coincided 
with a similar desire on the part 
of the Poles during the nine- 
teenth century. It is ironic that 
the Poles arc now making it dif- 
ficult for the Czechs nnd Slovaks. 

"Czechoslovakia has been call- 
ed President Wilson's illegitimate 
child. I don't think that is true. 
They were making themselves a 
thorn in the flesh of Ihe Austrian 
government throughout the war. 
They deserted to the enemy in 
regiments. At the end of the war 
there was n Czech army fighting 
in France, and another in Russia 
that was of great use to the 
Allies. 

"Mazaryk and Benes and one 
or two others during the war 
maintained an army for a coun- 
try that did not exist and before 
the end of the war formed n pro- 
visional Czechoslov&klan govern- 
ment. So it was not just a crea- 
ture of the treaty of Versailles. 

"The Czech section of the Rus- 
sian army after the collapse of 
the Kercnsky government pre- 



vented Germans from getting 
raw materials from Russia and 
prevented German prisoners 
from getting back from Siberia 
to Germany. 

"Why was the German area 
included in Czechoslovakia? The 
mountain range is the only thing 
that makes Czechoslovakia mili- 
tarily defensible. 

'There are 15,000,000 people in 
Czechoslovakia. Eight millions 
are Czechoslovaks, and there is 
conflict between the Czechs and 
Slovaks. There are three and a 

half million Germans, There are 
also Ruthenians, Magyars, and 
other nationalities, 

"Hitler came into power be- 
cause Germany was tired of 
being kicked around. It was too 
much to expect any people to 
stand. The treaty of Versailles 
was based on the assumption that 
other nations were disarming. 

"Hitler has written a book. 
Hitler's program is first of nil to 
get all Germans into one Reich. 
He said today: This is absolutely 
the Inst territorial demand I am 
going to make/ He has conven- 
iently forgotten three-quarters of 
a million Germans in the Italian 
Tyrol. 

"Is he sincere in that? I think 
he probably is. The danger is 
of the other countries that are 
leaning toward him and fascism. 
Hungary is playing ball with 
him. Hungary will help tremen- 
dously with food problems. If 
Roumnnla comes in, he will have 
oil and be tremendously 
strengthened. If he had to -light 
Roumanin to get those oil wells, 
they would be destroyed in the 
process. 

"It seems to me that there is 
a very good hope that war is not 
as near as we think, Hitler is 
not a general. If war breaks out, 
tho limelight will go to the gen- 
erals. Hitler is really a master 
world politician. Once war is 
started, he is entering a field 
where he cannot control circum- 
stances as he can now. Napoleon 
was most the master of thing* 
when he was at peace. When 
he went into war he came to 
grief."

Work of the dehydrating com- 
pany which took over occupation 
of the buildings of the former 
match factory in Aurora this 
spring reached an important 
point on Tuesday, when the first 
machine, to be used in experi- 
ments in processing yeast, was 
put in motion. 

This marks the launching of 
the firm in a new step in its 
series of experiments in the dry- 
ing of foods in Aurora. 

The firm is interested primar- 
ily in the development of mach- 
inery for drying of food products, 
and not in the manufacture and 
sale of the food products them- 
selves. The Era learned on Tues- 
day from Frederick Clark, presi- 
dent of the firm. 

Patents, governing a new pro- 
cess to be used in the drying of 

food products, have been taken 
out. and the work now being 
done is for the purpose of devel- 
oping the machinery with which 
to apply the process. 

The work now being done is 
on yeast. There were 300 pounds 
of yeast on hand, for experimen- 
tal purposes, on Tuesdoy. and 
more was on the way. some of it 
from Europe. If the process is 
successful, Mr. Clark believes, it 
will effect a great saving of time 
in the baking industry,' as well 
as helping to produce a type of 
bread that will retain its fresh- 
ness for a greater icngJh of time.

ing industry," Mr. Clark stated. 
He pointed out, however, that 
when the process had been made 
as nearly perfect as possible, the 
firm would be engaged in the 
manufacture of the necessary 
machines, not in the processing 
of yeast.
